MR.    BORDEN    AT   TORONTO 


The     Premier,     In     Opening     Exhibition, 
Speaks   on    Duties    and   Respon- 
sibilities of  Citizenship 


TORONTO,  Ont.,  Aug.  25.— Under 
auspices  of  the  most  favorable  char- 
acter the  Canadian  National  Exhibition 
today  entered  upon  its  thirty-fifth  year. 
At  the  moment  when  the  Right  Hon. 
R.  L.  Borden,  Prime  Minister,  in  his 
most  felicitous  manner,  declared  "This 
exhibition  formerly  open,"  every  ele- 
ment combined  to  make  the  occasion 
worthy  of  the  genius  of  a  great  insti- 
tution. 

"On  a  day  such  as  this,'*  said  Mrs 
Borden,  "there  Is  no  consideration  of 
party,  or  race,  or  creed.  United  by  the 
ties  of  our  common  citizenship,  justly 
proud  of  our  labors  and  of  our  Institu- 
tions by  which  they  secured;  rejoicing 
In  the  splendor  of  our  common  in- 
heritance and  looking  forward  with  the 
highest  confidence  to  even  more  won- 
derful  progress  and  development,  let  us 
not  fail  to  realize  the  responsibility  im- 
posed by  the  vastness  of  the  heritage 
which  it  has  pleased  Providence  to  en-, 
trust   to   the   Canadian  people.     . 

"In  remembering  those  responsibil- 
ities, we  should  ever  be  mindful  that 
we  are  not  only  children  of  the  great 
Dominion,  but  of  the  still  greater  Em- 
pire and  from  whose  loins  we  have 
sprung,  of  those  who  made  unlimited 
sacrifice,  endured  untold  hardships  and 
wrought  mighty  deeds  in  the  years  gone 
by  to  the  end  that  Canada  might  re- 
main a  part  of  the  British  Empire,  and 
(hat  the  flag  which  we  delight  to  honor 
must  continue  to  float  over  this  fair 
land.

President  Wilson  will  read  his  message 
on  the  Mexican  situation  at  the  Capitol 
tomorrow. 

This  was  decided  at  midnight,  fol- 
lowing the  receipt  of  a  message  from 
Mr.  John  Llnd,  personal  representative 
of  President  Wilson  In  Mexico,  (hat  he 
had  said  good-bye  to  Foreign  Minister 
Gamboa,  and  would  leave  Mexico  City 
tomorrow.  Negotiations,  so  far  as  Mr. 
Llnd  is  concerned,  have  been  terminal"*]. 
The  United  States  will  receive  any 
further  proposals  through  Charge 
d'Affalres  O'Shaughneesy  of  the  Ameri- 
can  Embassy. 

The  future  course  of  this  Government 
will  be  one  of  non-interference,  In  the 
hope  that  the  effect  of  its  present  ef- 
forts and  the  pressure  of  foreign  "Gov- 
ernments will  constitute  a  moral  suasion 
that  ultimately  will  bring  about  peace 
In    Mexico. 

The  message  makes  It  plain  that  there 
will  be  no  lifting  of  the  embargo  on 
arms;  that  no  faction  or  Government 
In  Mexico  will  be  allowed  to  receive 
munitions  of  war  from  the  United 
States.  If  necessary,  the  President 
proposes  to  increase  the  American  bor- 
der   patrol    to    enforce    this    policy.

VANCOUVER,  B.  C,  Aug.  25.— Dr. 
F.  F.  Wesbrook,  president  of  the  Brit- 
ish Columbia  University,  arrived  in  the 
city  today  after  a  tour  which  embraced 
most  of  the  leading  ;  universities  of 
Canada  and  the  United  States.  He  was 
accompanied  by  Mr.  fa.  T.  Sharp,  of 
Sharp  &  Thornton,  the  firm  of  local 
architects  which  has  the  contract  .  for 
designing  the  new  University  build- 
ings. 

Dr.  Wesbrook  is  here  to  stay  and  will 
at  once  confer  with  the  board  of  gov- 
ernors regarding  plans  for  future  work. 
Offices  will  be  opened  in  one  of  the 
business  blocks  Immediately,  Which 
will  be  the  headquarters  for  doing 
business.  The  plans  will  be  drawn  up 
and  construction  started  as  soon  as 
possible. 

In  course  of  an  interview  with  a 
representative  of  The  Colonist  Dr.  Wes- 
brook pointed  out  'that  his  trip  had 
more  than  ever  convinced  him  th  it 
great  consideration  should  be  given  to 
the  plans  in  advance  to  avoid  any  mis- 
takes and  to  decide  upon  a  comprehen- 
sive and  definite  scheme,  as  they  may 
be   requlreu. 

He  said  that  in  some  of  the  univer- 
sities he  had  visited  he  had  seen  as 
many  styles  of  architecture  and  as 
many  kinds  of  building  material  as 
were  known  to  man,  and  some  that  were 
not  known.  Some  portions  of  the  build- 
ings were  so  out  of  keeping  with  the 
rest  of  the  structure  that  ivy  was  train- 
ed over  the  most  glaring  outrages. 
Tells    of    Trip 

In  all  the  trip  he  was  glad  to  say 
he  had  never  seen  a  more  beautiful 
site  for  a  university  .  than  Point  Grey, 
or  \vher«  the  potentialities  were  so 
great. 

The  trip  was  to  study  plans,  build- 
ing materials'  and  the  relation  of  the 
different  college  buildings  to  each 
other.  The  first  part  of  the  trip  was 
devoted  to  a  study  of  the  state  univer- 
sities of  the  middle  West.  They  vla- 
lted  Minnesota,  Wisconsin,  Chicago,  the 
Northwestern  University  at  Evanston, 
Lincoln,  Neb.,  Missouri,  Washington 
University  at  St.  Louts.  In  the  East 
they  visited  John  Hopkins  at  Balti- 
more, which  is  being  entirely  rebuilt, 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  Colum- 
bia, Cornell,  Yale,  Harvard,  Princeton 
and  the  Massachusetts  College  of  Tech- 
nology. 

On     coming    to     Canada    they     visited 

Dalhouslo    University,    the    college     at 

Truro,  Mount  Allison  at  Sackville,  N.B.. 
McGill,  Queens,  Toronto,  and  the  Agri- 
cultural College  at  Guelph.  They  th.oi 
proceeded  to  Minnesota  and  Winnipeg. 
Bo  stated  t hat  hp  visited  the  new  Agri- 
cultural College  in  Manitoba,  which  It 
is  the  aim  of  the  Manitoba  Govern- 
ment to  make  the  finest  Institution  of 
the  kind  In  the  world.

— It  Is  understood 
that  at  the  next  session  of  Parliament 
a  bill  will  he  introduced  to  restore  the 
old  system  of  superannuation  for  civil 
servants. 

There  prevailed,  previous  to  Its  aboli- 
tion some  yearr  ago,  a  bill  providing  re- 
tirement allowance  based  upon  a  month- 
ly contribution  of  seven  per  cent  of 
salary   received. 

Sir  George  Murray,  in  his  report  on 
the  civil  service,  recommended  the  res- 
toration of  the  superannuation  systejn, 
and  this  Is  also  favored  by  the  civil 
servants  themselves,  because  It  makes 
for  permanency.  The  superannuation 
hill  will  be  drafted  and  Introduced 
shortly  after   the  House  meets.

Former  Governor-General  of 
Canada  Speaks  at  Congress 
of  the  International  Alliance 
at  Glasgow, 


GLASGOW,  Aug.  25. — Co-operation  as 
the  basis  of  the  ideal  state  of  the  fu- 
ture was  the  keynote  of  the  address  of 
Earl  Grey,  former  Governor-General  of 
Canada,  at  the  opening  of  the  Congress 
of  the  International  Co-Operative  Alli- 
ance here  today.  Co-operation  has  put 
a  barrier  against  the  tyranny  of  the 
trusts,  he  said,  and  would  reconcile  the 
warring  forces  of  labor  and  capital. 

Six  hundred  delegates  were  present, 
representing  two  million  members  of 
co-operative  societies  in  America  and 
Europe,  and  Eary  Grey's  view,  enunci- 
ated with  much  fervor,  was  loudly  ap- 
plauded. 

He  declared  that  the  application  of 
co-operative  principles  to  the  Indus- 
trial life  of  Great  Britain,  the  United 
States,  France,  Germany,  Denmark  and 
Ireland  were  proved  by  the  substitution 
of  organized  distribution  for  unorgan- 
ized distribution,  co-operative  buying 
for  Individual  buying,  co-operative  buy- 
ing and  marketing  for  individual  sell- 
ing, and  the  co  -jperative  use  of  power 
for  individual  t.se  of  machinery. 
Lower    Co*t    of    Living 

The  wants  of  both  producer  and  con- 
sumer could  thereby  be  met  more  ef- 
fectively at  a  smaller  cost,  thus  secur- 
ing a  reduction  in  the  cost  of  living  and 
a  greater  command  not  only  of  the 
necessaries,  but  the  comforts  and  con- 
veniences of  life,  and  to  the  producer  a 
substantial  Increase  In  the  amount  of 
profits  available  for  distribution,  which 
meant  an  Increased  fund  from  which 
alone  could  be  drawn  the  high  wages 
all   desired    for   the   underpaid   workers. 

In  the  civilised  world  the  remarkable 
growth  of  the  co-operative  movement 
Justified  the  confident  expectation  that 
a   day  of   new   social   order  was   at  hand. 

Although  the  delegates,  continued 
Earl  Grey,  might  he  separated  hy 
differences  of  races,  language  and  re- 
ligion, they  had  met  as  one  people  un- 
der the  flae  of  co-operative  fraternity, 
carrying  In  their  hearts  the  same  mot- 
to:   "Each   for  all   and   all   for  each." 

All  who  In  their  hoarts  had  the  well- 
being  of  their  fellowmen.  he  urged, 
should  do  their  utmost  to  promote  the 
transition  from  present  conditions  to  a 
social  state  In  which  the  spirit  of  fra- 
ternal   co-operation    could    prevail.

OTTAWA,  Aug.  25.— Canadian  trad, 
-3.H  reached  the  high-water  mark  as  the 
reports  Issued  by  the  department  of 
customs  today  show  that  for  July  the 
total  trade  was  $100,357,000,  compared 
with  $91,423,000  for  July,  1912.  For  the 
first  four  months  of  the  present  fiscal 
year,  ending  July  1  last,  the  total  of 
Canada's  trade  amounted  to  $358,488,000, 
compared  with  $328,635,000  for  the  cor- 
responding  period   last  year. 

At  the  present  rate  of  progress  the 
trade  of  Canada  for  the  present  fiscal 
year  will  considerably  exceed  the  one 
billion  dollars  for  the  last  fiscal  year. 

Imports  of  the  Dominion  on  dutiable 
goods  and  free  goods  for  July  last 
amounted  to  $-08,928,000,  an  increase  of 
over  $2,000,000  over  July,  7  912.  For  the 
four  months  ending  July  31  the  Imports 
were  $225,887,000,  compared  with  $209,- 
334,000  for  the  corresponding  months  of 
IS  12.  The  duty  collected  for  the  four 
months  of  this  fiscal  period  was  $38,- 
531,000.  compared  with  $35,990,000  for 
the    same    period    of    1912. 

Exports   Xncreass 

The  exports  of  Canada  show  a  healthy 
increase.  Agricultural  products  for  July 
last  were  $11,497,000  as  against  $10,251,- 
000  for  July,  1912.  For  the  four  months 
of  the  present  fiscal  year  the  exports  of 
agriculture  produce  totaled  $51,522,000 
as  compared  with  $47,231,000  for  the 
first    four   months   of   the  year   1912. 

The  grand  total  of  exports  for  July- 
last  was  $33,0156,000  as  against  $31,042,- 
000  for  1912,  arid  for  the  four  months 
of  the  present  fiscal  year  the  exports 
were  $117,180,000,  compared  with  $107,- 
308.000  for  the  corresponding  period  last 
year.

Representative,    Says    Good-Bye 
to   Foreign   Minister

WASHINGTON,  D.  C  Aug.  25.— 
President  Wilson  will  read  his  message 
on  the  Mexican  situation  at  the  Capitol 
tomorrow. 

This  was  decided  at  midnight,  fol- 
lowing the  receipt  of  a  message  from 
Mr.  John  Llnd,  personal  representative 
of  President  Wilson  in  Mexico,  that  he 
had  said  good-bye  to  Foreign  Minister 
Gamboa,  and  would  leave  Mexico  City 
tomorrow.  Negotiations,  so  far  as  Mr. 
Lind  is  concerned,  have  been  termlnatod. 
The  United  States  will  receive  any 
further  proposals  through  Charge 
d'Affaires  O'Shaughnessy  of  the  Ameri- 
can  Embassy. 

The  future  course  of  this  Government 
will  be  one  of  non-interference.  In  the 
hope  that  the  efTect  of  H»  present  ef- 
forts and  the  pressure  of  foreign  'Gov- 
ernments will  constitute  a  moral  suasion 
that  ultimately  will  bring  about  peace 
in    Mexico. 

The  message  makes  It  plain  that  there 
will  be  no  lifting  of  the  embargo  on 
arms;  that  no  faction  or  Government 
in  Mexico  will  be  allowed  to  receive 
munitions  of  war  from  the  United 
States.  If  necessary,  the  President 
proposes  to  increase  the  American  bor- 
der  patrol    to    enforce    this    policy. 


VANCOUVER,  B.  C,  Aug.  26.— -Dr. 
F.  F.  Wesbrook,  president  of  the  Brit- 
ish Columbia  University,  arrived  in  the 
city  today  after  a  tour  which  embraced 
most  of  the  leading  universities  of 
Canada  and  the  United  States.  He  was 
accompanied  by  Mr.  G.  T.  Sharp,  of 
Sharp  &  Thornton,  the  firm  of  local 
architects  which  has  the  contract  for 
designing  the  new  University  build- 
ings. 

Dr.  Wesbrook  is  here  to  stay  and  will 
at  once  confer  with  the  board  of  gov- 
ernors regarding  plans  for  future  work. 
unices  will  be  opened  in  one  of  the 
business  blocks  immediately,  v/hich 
will  bo  the  headquarters  for  doing 
business.  The  plans  will  be  drawn  up 
and  construction  started  as  soon  as 
possible. 

in  course  of  an  interview  with  a 
representative  of  The  Colonist  Dr.  Wes- 
brook pointed  out  that  his  trip  had 
more  than  ever  convinced  him  that 
great  consideration  should  be  given  to 
the  plans  in  advance  to  avoid  any  mis- 
takes and  to  decide  upon  a  comprehen- 
sive and  definite  scheme,  as  they  may 
be    requireu. 

He  said  that  in  some  of  the  univer- 
sities he  had  visited  he  had  seen  as 
many  styles  of  architecture  and  as 
many  kinds  of  building  material  as 
were  known  to  man,  and  some  that  were 
nil  known.  Some  portions  of  the  build- 
ings were  so  out  of  keeping  with  the 
rest  of  the  structure  that  ivy  was  train- 
ed over  tne  most  glaring  outrages. 
Tells  of  Trip 
In  all  the  trip  he  was  glad  to  say 
he  he,d  never  seen  a  more  beautiful 
site  for  a  university  than  Point  Grey, 
or  where  the  potentialities  were  so 
great. 

The  trip  was  to  study  plans,  build- 
ing material/  and  the  relation  of  the 
different  college  buildings  to  each 
other.  The  first  part  of  the  trip  was 
devoted  to  a  study  of  the  state  univer- 
sities of  the  middle  West.  They  vis- 
ited Minnesota,  \\  isrons'n,  Chicago,  the 
Northwestern  University  at  Evanston, 
Lincoln,  Neb.,  Missouri,  Washington 
University  at  St.  Louis.  In  the  East 
they  visited  John  Hopkins  at  Balti- 
more, which  is  being  entirely  rebuilt, 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  Colum- 
bia, Cornell,  Vale,  Harvard,  Princeton 
and  the  Massachusetts  College  of  Tech- 
nology. 

On  coming  to  Canada  they  visited 
Dalhousie  University,  the  college  at 
Truro,  Mount  Allison  at  Sackville,  N.B., 
McGlH,  Queens.  Toronto,  and  the  Agri- 
cultural College  at  Guelph.  They  then 
proceeded  to  Minnesota  and  Winnipeg, 
He  stated  that  he  visited  the  new  Agri- 
cultural College  in  Manitoba,  which  it 
is  the  aim  of  the  Manitoba  Govern- 
ment to  make  the  finest  institution  of 
the  kind  in  the  world.  Afterward  tbxy 
visited  the  universities  at  Saskatoon 
end  Edmonton.  Dr.  Wesbrook  stated 
that  he  had  traveled  25,000  miles  since 
January.

GLASGOW,  Aug.  25. — Co-operation  as 
the  basis  of  the  ideal  state  of  the  fu- 
ture was  the  keynote  of  the  address  of 
Earl  Grey,  former  Governor-General  of 
Canada,  at  the  opening  of  the  Congress 
of  the  International  Co-Operative  Alli- 
ance here  today.  Co-operation  has  put 
a  barrier  against  the  tyranny  of  the 
trusts,  he  said,  and  Would  reconcile  the 
warring  forces  of  labor  and  capital. 

Six  hundred  delegates  were  present, 
representing  two  million  members  of 
co-operative  societies  In  America  and 
Europe,  and  Eary  Grey's  view,  enunci- 
ated with  much  fervor,  was  loudly  ap- 
plauded. 

He    declared    that    the    application    of 
co-operative    principles    to      the      indus- 
trial   life    of    Great   Britain,    the   United 
States,    France,   Germany,    Denmark   and 
Ireland  were  proved  by  the  substitution 
of    organized    distribution    for    unorgan- 
ized   distribution,      co-operative      buying 
for     individual  buying,     co-operative  buy- 
ing  and    marketing    for    individual    sell- 
ing,  and   the   eo  operative  use  of   power 
for    individual    t.se    of    machinery. 
Lower    Cost    Of    Living 
The   wants  of  both  producer  and  con- 
sumer   could    thereby    be    met    more    ef- 
fectively at  a  smaller  cost,  thus  secur- 
ing a  reduction  in  the  cost  of  living  and 
a    greater    command    not    only      of      the 
necessaries,    but   the   comforts   and   con- 
veniences of  life,  and  to  the  producer  a 
substantial    Increase    In    the    amount    of 
profits  available   for  distribution,  which 
meant  an   increased   fund     from     which 
alone   could  be     drawn   the   high      wages 
all  desired  for  the  underpaid  workers. 

In  the  olviliaed  world  the  remarkable 
growth  of  the  co-operative  movement 
Justified  the  confident  expectation  that 
a  day  of  new  social  order  was  at  hand. 
Although  the  delegates,  continued 
Earl  Grey,  might  be  separated  by 
differences  of  races,  language  and  re- 
ligion, they  had  met  as  one  people  un- 
der   the    flag    of    co-oprratlve    fraternity, 


OTTAWA,  Aug,  %\f 
has  reached;  tne  high-water  mark  as 
reports  issued  by  the  department 
customs  today  show  that  for  July  the 
total  trade  was  $100,357,000,  compared 
with  $91,423,000  for  July,  1912.  For  the 
first  four  months' of  the  present  fiscal 
year,  ending  July  1  last,  the  total  of 
Canada's  trade  amounted  to  *358,488,000, 
compared  with  $328,635,000  for  the  cor- 
responding period  last  year. 

At  the  present  rate  of  progress  the 
trade  of  Canada  for  the  present  fiscal 
year  will  considerably  exceed  the  one 
billion  dollars  for  the  last  fiscal  year. 

Imports  of  the  Dominion  on  dutiable 
goods  and  free  goods  for  July  last 
amounted  to  $58,5128,000,  an  Increase  of 
over  $2  000,000  over  July,  1912.  For  the 
four  months  ending  July  31  the  Imports 
were  $225,887,000,  compared  with  $209,- 
334.000  for  the  corresponding  months  of 
1818.  The  duty  collected  for  the  four 
months  of  this  fiscal  period  was  $38,- 
531,000,  compared  with  $35,990,000  for 
the    same    period    of    1912. 

Exports  Increase 
The  exports  of  Canada  show  a  healthy 
increase.  Agricultural  products  for  July 
Inst  were  $11,497,000  as  against  $10,251,- 
000  for  July,  1912.  For  the  four  months 
of  the  present  fiscal  year  the  exports  of 
agriculture  produce  totaled  $51,622,000 
as  compared  with  $47,231,000  for  the 
first   four  months  of  the  year  1912. 

The  grand  total  of  exports  for  July 
last  was  $33,066,000  as  against  $31,042,- 
000  for  1912,  and  for  the  four  months 
of  the  present  fiscal  year  the  exports 
were  $117,180,000.  compared  with  $107,- 
308,000  for  the  corresponding  period  last 
year.

The  wedding  of  prince  Arthur  will 
entail  a  certain  strain  upon  Her  Royal 
Highness,  and  not  until  the  end  of  the 
next  few  weeks  will  the  decision  as  to 
going  to  Canada  be  definitely  made. 
Should  a  further  stay  in  England  prove 
necessary  for  the  Duchess,  the  Princess

VANCOUVER,  Aug.  25. — Messrs.  J. 
K.  Cornwall,  M.r.P..  of  Edmonton. 
Emerson  Hough,  of  Chicago,  the  maga- 
zine writer;  Ti.  K.  Miller  of  Milwaukee, 
formerly  globe  trotter,  and  C.  H.  Oaper- 
tl,  moving-picture  operator,  arrived  on 
the  Prinress  Sophia  this  aftenroon,  hav- 
ing completed  a  journey  of  500  miles 
from  iCdmonton  via  the  Mackenzie 
River, 

The  travelers  if  ft  ESdmontOn  on  May 
20  and -traveled  by  trail  to  Athabasca 
Landing,  and  from  there  they  proceeded 
to  Fort  McMnrray  in  scows.  The  scows 
carried  them  225  miles,  which  Included 
the  pnnsa*,re  of  Grand  Rapids.  In  this 
portion  of  the  trip  there  were  eighty 
miles  Of  rapids  to  be  traversed.

The  foregoing  deficiencies  exist  in  re- 
gard to  the  schema  which  has  been  pur- 
Sued  for  some  time  of  having  the  Cana- 
dian army,  If  mobilised  for  war,  organ- 
ised lh  a  field  army  comprising  seven 
mounted  brigades  and  lines  of  communi- 
cation units;  together  with  garrison 
troops  for  Halifax,  Quebec  and  Esqui- 
mau. 

The  requirements  of  such  a  war  or- 
ganization are  6,600  officers  and  143,000 
.r  ranks  for  the  field  army,  and  400 
nf fleers,  and  15,000  other  ranks  for  the 
other  troops.  Thus,  the  total  plan  is 
for  5.900  officers  and  158,000  other 
ranks.  In  1912,  2.800  officers  and  43,000.1

The  report  of  the  water  rights  branch 
of  the  Department  of  lands,  for '1912  .is 
published.     It :  is   replete   with   informa- 
tion, illustrated    with    photo-engravings 
and   maps    of    the    various    areas     that 
have    formed    the    subject    of    examina- 
tion.    Whatever  doubt  anyone  may  have 
entertained  of  the  value  of  the  work  of' 
this  branch  will  be  dispelled  by  perusal 
of    this    report.     As    the    years    pass,    a 
mass  of  useful  information  will  be  col- 
lated by  It  that  will  serve  as  an  invalu- 
able guide  to  those  contemplating  using 
the  rivers  and  streams  of  the  Province 
either   lor   irrigation   or   Industrial   pur- 
poses.    The     statlstcs    as     to    elevaton. 
temperature,   precipitation,'  character  ■  of 
soil,    the   best   means   of   utilising     the 
water  cannot  be  otherwise  than  of  very 
great  service  to  all  persons  engaged  in 
such   development    as  calls  for   the  "use 
of  a  water  supply. 

The  vast  potential  value  of  the  water 
supply  of  this  Province  is  indicated  by 
this    report,   although  the   whole   ground 
Is   by   no  means  covered   in   it.  We   sug- 
gest   to    the    comptroller    of    the    branch 
that    in     ruture    reports    he    might   with 
advantage   publish    a   resume   of   the   re- 
sults of  the  year's   work,   setting  out    in 
a    general    way    the    nature    of    the    new 
information  gathered,  leaving  readers  to 
look  up  the  details  in  the  reports  of  his 
subordinates.      In    other    words,    we    pro- 
pose that  he  shall  co-ordinate  the  sever- 
al  reports  Into  the   form   of  a  connected 
narrative.

THE    MUNICIPAL    COMMISSION 


We  have  at  hand  the  report  of  the 
Royal  Commission  of  Municipal  Gov- 
ernment. This  body  consisted  of 
Messrs.    W.    H,    Kenry.    11.    A.    Maclean   and 

A.  k.  Buii.  The  evidence  taken  b]  the 
commission  fills  1.200  type-written 
pages,  but  the  Commissioners  have  com- 
pressed  Into  seven  printed  pnges  all 
their  recommendations.  They  report 
that    there    is    general    satisfaction    with 

the  present  system,  and  oppose  the  sug- 
gestion that  there  shall  he  any  radical 
changes  in  Die  law  as  It  stands.  They 
feel  able  to  say  that  ns  a  rule  the  vari- 
ous municipal  governments  have  been 
well  and  honestly  carried  on.  and  thai 
no  trace  of  corruption  has  been  dis- 
closed.

Quebec,  with  the  addition  of  Ungava, 
is  now  the  largest  Province  In  Canada 
with  706,000  square  miles.  Ontario, 
which  recently,  absorbed  the  district  of 
icia,  comes  second  with  407,000 
re  miles.  British  Columbia  is 
third  with  357,000  square  miles,  but  we 
still  can  flatter  ourselves  that  we  have 
the  greatest  resources  of  i*ny  Province 
in  the  Dominion. 

Replying  to  a  correspondent:  The 
number  of  wage-earners  In  Canada,  is 
upwards  of  1.300,000.  of  whom  160.120 
belong  to  trades  unions.  It  Is  stated 
that  Canada  stands  lowest  in  the  per- 
centage of  its  trades  union  membership 
among  all  countries  where  this  system 
is  in  vogue.  In  Australia  there  ars 
66  union  members  to  every  1,000  of  the 
population,  and  in  Canada  only  IS  to  the 
1,000.  The  number  of  union  men  in 
Canada  Increased,  however,  about  ID  per 
cent  last  year.

Among   the   mem- 
bers  of   the   party    the  greatest   possible 
Interest    was    evinced    in    the    coal    and 
mineral   possibilities  of   the   Island,   and 
many    of    them    expressed    their    regret 
that  the  shortness    of   their   visit   made 
It    impossible    for    them    to    pay    closer 
attention    to    this    interesting   topic.

An  interesting  interview  as  to  the  pos- 
sible effects  of  the  Congress'  excursions' 
throughout  the  Dominion  was  given  The 
Colonist  last  night  by  Mr.  J.  B.  Tyrrell, 
of    Toronto,    one    of    the      most    distin- 
guished mining  engineers  of  the  count!  jr. 
"This  is  an  excursion  of  geologists,"  he 
said,  "and  not  politicians  or  speculators, 
and   it   is   not   to  be   expected    that    the 
results   or  effects   of   this  visit  will   be 
observed  very  rapidly,   In  that  it  Is  not 
likely    to    be   followed,  by    the    influx   of 
capital    or    anything    of    that   sort;    but 
at    the   same    time,    I   believe   that    this 
visit  of  geologists   will  be  of  far   more 
lasting   good    to    the    country    than    any 
visitation    that    the    Dominion    has   ever 
experienced. 

"Every  man  in  this  party  is  a  student 
of  geology.  A  great  many  of  them  aro 
professors,  and  those  who  are  not  are 
practitioners  In  one  form  or  another, 
so  that  the  subject  they  are  investi- 
gating is  of  paramount  interest  to  all 
of  them.  We  have  no  camp  followers 
to  divert  attention  from  the  main  issue. 
In  organizing  these  parties  we  excluded 
everyone  not  actively  interested  in  the 
science  of  geology,  either  theoretically 
or  practically,  and  the  result  is  that  you 
have  here  today  a  body  of  men,  per- 
haps the  most  intelligent  body  of  men 
that  have  ever  visited  the  country, 
making  a  close  and  personal  study  of 
your  geological  features,  not  for  pur- 
poses of  speculation  but  simply  for 
purposes  of  education  and  general  self- 
instruction.  From  the  point  of  view  of 
tht  business  man  I  think  this  excursion 
is  the  best  advertiaement  that  the  Do- 
minion ever  had.  Just  consider  the 
number  of  professors  of  geology  that 
are  here  from  all  parts  of  the  clvill 
world,  and  in  conjunction  with  that 
thought  consider  what  geology  really 
means  to  the  country  as  a  whole.  Y..u 
all  know  thru  the  mineral  wealth  of 
this  section  is  tremendous,  how  tre- 
mendous you  ha\e  no  real  concept l<>n 
of.

The    ac- 
cused   came,    and,    Mr.     Blanchard      de- 
clared,   It    then    was    apparent    to    him 
that    he    was    decidedly    under    the    in- 
fluence   of    liquor.        Mr.     Wright      took 
hold    of    the    horse,    while     witness     at- 
tended   to    the    women.        Mr.   Meston   at 
that  minute   came  along   In   an   automo- 
bile, and   he  placed  all   the  women   folk 
In   his  automobile  and  came   with    them 
to    the   city    to    see    that    they    received 
proper  medical    treatment    as    soon    as 
possible. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Oscar  Bass, 
who  appeared  for  the  defence,  witness 
said  that  he  had  never  driven  an  auto- 
mobile. He  denied  that  the  road 
where  the  accident  happened  was  bad, 
or  that  it  was  covered  with  gravel.  He 
had  seen  motor  cars  driven  over  gravel 
as  straight  as  an  arrow,  but  could  not 
tell  what  the  effect  of  such  a  road-bed, 
generally  speaking,  would  have  on  the 
steering  apparatus  of  such  a  car.  In 
his  Judgment,  the  road  at  the  point  In 
question  was  thirty  feet  wide,  and 
there  was  plenty  of  room  for  two  auto- 
mobiles to  pass  him  without  any 
trouble. 

Constable  D.  McDonald,  who  made 
the  arrest,  told  of  going  to  the  scene  in 
response  to  a  call  and  arriving  there  to 
find  the  defendant  standing  with  his 
back  to  a  work  wagon.  He  was  very 
much  excited,  and  asked  whether  the 
lr.J;;rrd  women  had  been  cared  for.  He 
also  asked  innumerable  times  that  his 
wife  be  informed  of  the  occurrence,  be- 
ing anxious  that  a  message  be  sent  her.

Capt.  T.  .1.  (loodlake,  on  behalf  of 
the.  accused,  testified  to  having  seen  him 
at  Armstrong's  garage  at  about  4 
o'clock,  when  he  was.  In  a  normal  con- 
dition. Mr.  J.  S.  Askey,  of  Brown  & 
Cooper'?  store,  where  Mr.  Wright  went 
to  make  a  purchase  before  starting  for 
i.nm'e  stated  that  he  was  not  Intoxicated 
shortly  before  the  same  hour.  Testi- 
mony of  the  same  character  was  given 
by    Mr.    Robert   White. 

The  magistrate,  in  passing  Judgment, 
explained  the  provisions  of  the  Act.  He 
pointed  out  that,  it  was  not  necessary 
to  establish  that  a  man  was  drunk  to  ren- 
der him  culpable.  If  he  was  under  the 
Influence  of  liquor  to  such  an  extent 
that  his  head  was  not  clear  enough  to 
permit  him  to  safely  handle  a  car  he 
was  guilty.  Either  a  fine  or  a  tefm  of 
imprisonment,  whichever  In  the  Court's 
Judgment  was  proper,  was  laid  down  as 
th©  penalty.  Were  it  not  for  the  cir- 
cumstances of  the  defendant's  family 
and  his  apparent  keen  regret,  Magis- 
trate Jay  observed  that  he  would  b*  im- 
pelled to  impose  a  term  of  imprisonment 
without  an  option.  But  he  felt  In  this 
ease  that  a  fin*  would  satisfy,  the  ends 
of  Justice.  However,  it  would  have  to 
be  a  heavy  fine,  and  9300  wm  the 
amount  imposed.

returning  from  an   outaid*  point     had 
surrounded  the  hall  in  whtoh  the  meet- 
ing was  being  held.

tor  two  minutes  his  men  would  not  Ore, 
This  message  was  given  an*  entirely  un- 
derstood hy  the  meeting.    They  saw  that 
the  motive  underlying  it  waa  to  avoid 
any  possibility  of  bloodshed,  and  when 
presently  Colonel  Hall  himself  appeared 
In    the   hall,    they    greeted    him    with    a 
cheer.     Colonel  Hall,  on  being  told  that 
the  meeting  wanted  to  discuss  the  Jingle 
Pot    mine,    merely    asked    them    not    to 
keep   him   waiting   too   late,     and   cau- 
tioned everyone  to  obey  promptly  all  or- 
ders given  them  when  the  meeting  came 
to  an  end.     He  again  explained  to  the 
leaders  that  resistance  would  be  a  crime, 
and   the  arrests  were  made  as  already 
described. 

Speaking  of  the  magnificent  way  in 
which  the  troops  have  been  performing 
their  duties.  Colonel  Hall  instanced  the 
first  day  of  their  arrival.  They  had 
den©  their  ordinary  day's  work  in  Vic 
tcria  on  Wednesday,  they  paraded  at  * 
p.  m.  at  the  drill  hall  and  did  not  get 
'  orders  to  go  until  11.  They  started  at 
2  a. 'in.,  disembarked  between  4  and  5 
and  got  their  first  meal  at  Nanalmo  at 
about  midday,  on  Thursday.  Directly 
after  this  they  started  on  their  Journey 
to  the  Extension  mine,  and  had  a  five- 
mile  march  at  the  end.  Yet,  though  it 
Was  easy  to  see  they  were  tired,  they 
did  their  work  smartly  and  welt  in  find- 
ing the  fugitives  in  the  timber  and  In- 
ducing them  to  come  out  of  their  hldintr 
places.'1'  '■'''■■. 

•There  may  have  been  some  sympa- 
thy with  the  strikers  among  the  troops 
up  to  'thai  point."  remarked  Colonel 
Hall,  "but  after  they  had  seen  the  half- 
clothed  women  and  children,  some  of 
whom  had  been  for  as  much  as  thirty- 
six  hours  in  the  bueh  without  food,  in 
terror  for  their  lives,  there  was  none 
from  that  moment  on.  The  houses 
wrecked  at  the  Extension  mine  stand 
there  today  as  testimony  to  the  acts  of 
the  strikers.  Children's  toys  smashed 
up,  the  pictures  on  the  walls  smashed 
and  left  hanging,  and  hardly  a  thing 
left  whole  which  could  be  broken.  Any- 
one who  disbelieves  may  go  there  today 
and   see  for  himself. 

"The  strike  loaders  at  Nanalmo  came 
to  me  at  midday  on  Thursday  and  warn- 
ed me  not  to  go  to  the  Extension  mine, 
as    there    was    a    body    of    1,500    armed 
strikers  on  the  road,  who  would  dispute 
my  advance.    1   told   thorn   thatt   I  should 
he    starting    at    2    o'clock,    and    that    as 
long  as  I  was  in  command  of  this  body 
of   troops    that   should  be   the  only   body 
of  .armed   men   in   the  Island.      We  went, 
and    not   a   single  armed    man    was   to   be 
m  .n    along    the    road,    though    aft^r    tho 
statements    of    the    strikers'    leaders    at 
Nanalmo   we  expected   to  be  attackod  at 
moment.      The   sight   of   the   women 
and  children  whom   the  men  of  thp  tpkI- 
ments    were    feeding    out    of    their    own 
haversacks   made   a   great    Impression   on 
them     and    If   there   had    been   the   slight- 
est opposition  encountered  that  night  it 
would    have    gone    had    with    those    who 
made   It."

Sir  Ian  Hamilton  says  that  he  hes 
been  surprised  by  the  standard  attained 
by  most  of.  the  militia  .artillery,,  though 
he  remarks  that  in  many  batteries  the 
detachments  are  not  properly  grounded 
In  elementary  gun  drill.

Koral  Corps 
The  Infantry  of  the  rural  corps  are  de- 
scribed as  not  being  given  a  fair  chance, 
their  training  being  insufficient  How- 
ever, he  describes  them  as  having  certain 
advantages  over  the  city  corps,  and  says: 
■  These,  latter  suffer  from  the  prevail- 
ing Canadian  habit  of  preferring  any 
other  mode  of  locomotion  to  making  an 
appeal  to  their  legs,  whose  chief  func- 
tion seems  very  often  to  consist  in 
standing  at  a  street  corner  waiting  for 
a  car. 

"Consequently  the  bulk  of  the  city- 
men  need  training  In  jiedestrianism  he- 
fore  they  are  fit  for  long  marches. 

"The  rank  and  file  of  the  rural  corps 
can  from  the  first  day  cover  a  great 
deal  of  ground,  again,  the  rural  corps 
are  quite  at  home  In  a  bivouac  Then. 
again,  these  farm  hands  are  not  cursed 
with  nerves.  Line  them  out  upon  a 
ridge  and  shrapnel  them  heavily  for 
half  an  hour.  They  would  continue  to 
chew  gum,  hardly  realizing  that  any- 
thing special  Is  happening.  Here  w"« 
have  a  true  military  virtue.  And  this 
virtue  at  least,  T  am  convinced  mvself. 
is  possessed  by  the  rank  and  file  and 
Indeed  by  all  ranks  of  the  rural  corps." 
He  suggests  pnv  for  four  additional 
days'  training  to  he  given  at  local 
headquarters.

Funnel  Line  has 
established  itself  in  the  steerage  trade 
between  the  Orient  and  this  Coast,  it  is* 
no  secret  that  the  owners .  intend  to  se- 
cure a  good  share  of  the  "better  class 
passenger  traffic.  This  is  clearly  indi- 
cated by  the  placing  in  the  service  of 
such  boats,  as  the  Talthyblus,'  Protesi- 
laus  and  Ixion,  In  the  service,  all  of 
v.hlch  are  equipped  with  first-class  cabin 
accommodation   on    the    bridge-deck. 

Tt  was  the  original  Intention  of  the 
Blue  Funnel  Company  to  place  the  big 
liner  Xestor  In  the  Pacific  Coast  ser- 
vice, but  as  she  was  not  completed  In 
time  the  fine  steamship .  Ixion  was  dis- 
patched in  her  place.  The  Nestor  is 
now  making  her  maiden  voyage  between 
Glasgow.  Liverpool,  London  and  Aus- 
tralia, and  will  be  back  on  the  British 
Coast  prior  to  the  return  of  the  Cyc- 
lops. The  Nestor  is  a  vessel,  of  9.100 
net  tons  register,  and  In  addition  to  be- 
in*  equipped  with  cargo  apace  for  the 
stewing  of  over  20,000  tons  of  cargo, 
Is  fitted  with  first-class  accommodation 
for.  Bhout    100   passengers. 

The  Cyclops  is  now  rapidly  nearing 
the  Pacific  Coast  with  about  12,000  tons 
of  freight  and  about  200  Chinese  steer- 
age passengers,  and  she  is  looked  for 
on  Saturday  morning.  On  her  second 
voyage  to  Victoria  the  steamship  Ixion 
Uf;  Liverpool,  on  August  17  and  will  ar- 
rive here  during  the  latter  part  of  Oc- 
tober.

rival of  the  Russian  Volunteer  fleet,  as 
the  management  of  the  big  Faf  Eastern 
company  has  completed  arrangementas>(|fc 
open  a  regular  aervlce  between  Vladi- 
vostok, Victoria,  Vancouver,  Tacoma 
and  Seattle. 

The  steamers  St.  Petersburg,  Sara- 
toga and  another  vessel  will  be  placed 
In  service  on  the  new  route.  The  ser- 
vice will  be  once  every  six  weeks.  Ac- 
cording to  word  received  from  Hong- 
kong, the  Russian  company  •  later  pro- 
poses to  extend  the  line  to  San  Fran- 
cisco. In  fact,  round-the-world  service 
is  projected  upon  the  opening  of  the 
Panama   Canal. 

The  volume  of  cargo  carried  between 
ports  on  the  Pacific  Coast  of  North 
America  and  Russia  has  not  been  yefy 
large  in  the  past,  but  recently  a  re- 
markable increase  was  witnessed,  es- 
pecially In  the  imports  of  agricultural 
necessaries  from  this  Coast  into  Siberia, 
and  also  in  the  exports  of  lumber  and 
beans  from  Siberia  into  America. 

At  present  the  Nippon  Yusen  Kalsha 
and  the  Osaka  Shosen  Kalsha  stenmers 
transport  such  kinds  of  cargo  both 
tvayft.  transhipment  being  done  from  or 
to  Vladivostok  liners  either  at  Koke  Or 
Tsuruga.  Therefore,  upon  the  opening 
of  the  direct  Russian  service,  the 
Japanese  lines  will  lose  what  has  here- 
tofore  been   a  very   profitable   trade.

Explosives  as  Aid  to  Tillage 
A  series  of  experiments  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  Edinburgh  and  East  of 
Scotland  College  of  Agriculture  have 
recently  been  executed  to  demonstrate 
the  use  of  explosives  as  a  means  of 
breaking  "hard  pan"  and  other  Impervi- 
ous subsoils  In  nurseries.  The  experi- 
ments took  place  three  miles  south  of 
Edinburgh.  The  f.rst  trial  consisted  of 
firing  explosives  charged  .  wjth  pplarltp. 
These  were  placed  five  feet  apart  and 
2  1-2  feet  below  the  surface.  In  Hip 
second  trial  explosives  charged  with  gel- 
ignite were  placed  six  feet  apart  and 
three  feet  three  Inches  into  the  ground. 
The  concluding  blast,  charged  with  10 
cartridges,  was  a  very  powerful  one,  and 
in  exploding  It  threw  large  stones' nnd 
pieces  of  clay  high  Into  the  air.  Hit 
those  explosions  which  caused  the  \c\nl 
disturbance  of  the  surface  of  the  soil 
were  considered  fie  most  effective,  the 
greater  part  of  the  force  having  b 
spent  beneath  the  ground,  breaking  it 
up.  -

Sir — Under  date  of  August  12,  The 
Calgary  News-Telegram  published  en 
article  which  claimed  to  a  dispatch  from 
Victoria,  With  reference  to  the  recent

The  object  was  to  ascertain  a  feasible 
route  up  the  south  face.  Again  storm's 
Interfered,  and  when  ascending  a  "steep 
ice  ridge  500  feet  from  the  summit,  a 
fierce  snow  blizzard  threatened  to  blow 
thu  climbers  out  of  the  steps  in  the  ice 
by  which  they  were  ascending.  So  fierce 
was  the  storm,  that  It  was  impossible 'to 
sec  ten  paces  ahead,  and  the  flying  ice 
particles  blinded  the  men.  Conrad,  who 
can  do  anything  possible  in  mountain 
climbing,  and  often  what  seems  impossi- 
ble, declined  to  go  any  further,  saying ' 
that  it  meant  death.  With  great  diffi- 
culty and  danger,  a  retreat  Was  safely 
made.  Notwithstanding. .  the  object  of 
tho  climb  was  attained,  for  the  port 
joined  on  this  south  route  with  that  pre- 
viously made  from'  the  east,  and  so  es- 
tablished the  feasibility  of  an  ascent 
from    the  east   and   south. 

In  a  nutshell,  the  above  are  the  actual 
facts  of  the  three  attempts  made  by  the 
club  at   its   recent  camp. 

The  mountain  is  a  difficult  and  dan- 
gerous one,  rising  to  13,068  feet  in  alti- 
tude above  sea  level.  It  is  subject  to 
very  frequent  wild  storms  which  may 
arrive  at  a  moment's  notice.  The  entire 
summit  is  covered  by  ice  and  snow 
blown  by  fierce  winds  into  grotesque 
shapes,  making  it  extremely  difficult  to 
find  a  path  through  their  labyrinths. 
The  cold  Is  excessive,  and  It  requires 
the  highest  degree  of  physical  endurance 
to  make  the  cllrn'b  and  get  down  to 
safety  in  one  day.  Even  this  cannot  be 
accomplished  without  ideal  climatic  con- 
ditions, as  was  found  in  the  case  of  the 
first  ascent  made  by  the  club's  \,w. 
The  accomplishment  of  the  climb  is,  at' 
the  present  time,  quite  beyond  the  phys- 
ical ability  of  most  women,  and  it  1b 
needless  to  say  that  no  permission  was 
given  by  the  camp  management  to  any 
lndy  climber  to  make  such  an  attempt, 
and  none  was  made  by  them.  By  and 
by,  when  a  suitable  shelter  hut  has  been 
built  high  up  on  the  mountain  side,  no 
doubt  many  ladies  will  succeed  in  reach- 
ing the  summit,  but  at  present  such  an 
attempt  would  be  very  unwise,  and  the 
club  was  not  taking  any  chances  of 
loss    of   life    in    this    direction. 

When  it  Is  known  that  to  reach  the 
absolute  summit  on  the  first  ascent  nunic 
from  the  club  camp,  Conrad  Kaln  had  to 
cut  no  less  than  sixteen  hundred  steps 
in  snow  an,}-  ice,  of  which  six  hundred 
w,  re  in  hard  Ice,  necessitating  hours  of 
patient  waiting  .while  this  work  was  be- 
ing performed,  the  difficulties  will  ha 
partially  understood.  Puring  this  weary 
watting,  the  proseo  debris  from  the  Step- 
cutting  was  blown  tor  hours  Into  the 
faces  and  eyes  of  the  clinvhers,  ami  this 
fact  Hlone  exemplifies  the  greai  courage 
and  determination  necessary  to  attain 
success.  Thai  first  Climb  took  thirteen 
heirs  of  incessant  labor  from  the  Kob- 
sep  Qlacler,  whence  a  start  was  made  to 
the    summit.
